Petersburg declares that Russia, has’ not 
violated the Troaty of Berlin, and, equally 
of course, finds the conversion of Batoum 
from a free port to a naval stronghold— 
for, whatevor Russian agents may tow in- 
form the Porte, tliis .will be finally inevit- 
ablo=‘justifiud by the chavge that has 
taken place in the commercial circumstances: 
in that regio! What pacticular. commer- 
cial circumstances aro alluded to we yecd 
not inquire. ff the step. does not violate 
the Berlin Treaty, no justification. is re- 
quired. If*it does, no justification leas 
than the consent of tho signatories of the 
Treaty can suffice. Tho Powers, indood, ky 
their silence world ‘seem to be giving as- 
sent; but it is dificult to seq how any, 
other Power-than England could take the 
initiative, aud England has refused to act 
independently. Nevertholess tho matter 
remains of grava international importance. 
It is oasy for Mr Gladstune, to say 
that Englafid'a interests in that region 
rare purely. commercial ; easy for his sup- 
parters to quote Lurd Beaconsfield, who 
tried, in Parliament, after tho Berlin Treaty 

as concludod, tv ridicule’ Butoum and to 
winimise the imporiance of its cession to 
Russia. Batoum may boa ‘ kind of Uowes’ 
and only capable of accommodating a few
